Our Lady’s Assumption 


“Thou shalt not suffer Thy holy one see corruption” 
(Ps. xv. 10). 

“Come from Libanus, spouse; thou shalt 
crowned from the top (Cant. iv. 8). 


Editor’s Note. This paper as published is part of a very much longer 
study of the Assumption of the Blessed Virgin Mary. The parts here given 
seem most significant for the instruction of children in our schools. 


the morn? All beautiful and sweet art thou, 
daughter Sion, fair the moon, elect the 
sun.” These words form the Antiphon the Magnificat 
for the First Vespers the Feast our Blessed Mother’s 
Assumption. Virgin, whither goest thou? The response 
this inquiry found the antiphon one the 
vesper psalms: Virgin Mary taken into the 
bridal chamber heaven, where the King Kings sit- 
teth His starry throne.” “The angels rejoice and bless 
God with songs praise,” and Holy Mother Church, 
the words the Introit the Mass, calls all her chil- 
dren participate the gladness the heavenly hosts: 
“Let all rejoice the Lord, celebrating festival day 
honor the Blessed Virgin Mary, for whose Assump- 
tion the angels rejoice and give praise the Son God.” 
Although the Holy Scriptures not mention it, and 
although the Church has not yet proclaimed article 
faith, there can doubt that not only Mary’s soul, 
but also her immaculate body was assumed into heaven, 
since had been the dwelling place the Most High. 
“Thou shalt not suffer Thy holy one see corruption” 
(Ps. xv. 10). These words the Psalmist may ap- 
plied not only the Son God, but also His Blessed 
Mother; for the Lord would not subject the pure and 
chaste body His own Mother the dissolution con- 
Sequent upon sin. 


Precious the sight the Lord the death His saints 
(Ps. 15). 


Death being the punishment sin, would seem that 


most prudent, whither goest thou, bright 


Mary, who was exempt from every stain, should not have 
been subject it. Yet God, wishing Mary all things 
like Jesus, willed that she should die, since Jesus 
also submitted the law death. Mary’s death, how- 
ever, was not like that other mortals. For her death 
had sting. Her life, especially after the Ascension 
her Divine Son, was one long ardent desire for heaven. 
She languished with love, and yearned united with 
her Beloved. The words the Royal Prophet must have 
been frequently upon her lips: “As the hart panteth after 
the fountains water, soul panteth after Thee, 
Lord” (Ps. xi. 2). And her daily intercourse with 
the angelic spirits, she undoubtedly addressed them with 
the words the Spouse the Canticle: “If you find 
Beloved, tell Him that languish with love” (v. 8). 

Mary died simply love, her insatiable desire for 
God. She experienced pain, bitterness, sadness. 
She died she had lived, entirely detached from all 
earthly things; she died the certainty eternal glory. 
“Blessed are the dead that die the Lord,” says St. John 
the Apocalypse. How happy and blessed, then, must 
have been the death Mary, the Mother the Lord, who 
sought and found God alone all her aspirations. Just 
ardently she had longed for the coming the Messiah, 
she now yearned reunited with Him heaven. Her 
heart was with Him day and night. 

Although Mary’s entire life was one continued prepa- 
ration for death, nevertheless she prepared herself 
very special manner, when she felt her end approaching. 


The Apostles Witness the Death Mary 


cannot positively stated when and where, and 
amid what circumstances Mary fell asleep the Lord. 
However, are informed that the time her death 
the Apostles had come together from their various mis- 
sions, and assembled Jerusalem, whither St. John had 
conducted the Blessed Mother after prolonged stay 
Ephesus. 

Like loving, grateful children they all gathered about 
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the deathbed her who had been Mother them 
since the Ascension their beloved Master. With eyes 
intently fixed upon the beautiful and enraptured counte- 
nance their dying Mother, they united their prayers 
with hers that the Lord might last satisfy her fervent 
desire with Him His Heavenly Kingdom. Mary 
looked affectionately upon the disciples her own dear 
Son, and with mother’s tender care and solicitude con- 
soled them, and encouraged them renewed zeal the 
spreading Christ’s kingdom. 

may well believe that was painful for these de- 
voted disciples think the coming separation; yet they 
were filled with the joyful hope being united again 
better and happier land. was but natural that St. John, 
the privileged son and protector Mary, should feel the 
impending separation and loss most keenly. rejoiced 
the glory and happiness that was soon come his 
dear Mother, yet could not restrain his tears, nor sup- 
press his sorrow. Mary’s parting words must have made 
the hearts her faithfully devoted children glow with 
greater love for God, and with more ardent desire 
united with Him. 

When the Apostles were aware that the end was near, 
they begged their dear Mother once more bestow upon 
them her maternal blessings. Mary raised her protecting 
hands benediction over them. This was her last act 
kindness toward those whom she had learned love 
tenderly and devotedly. Her countenance began grow 
more radiant and beautiful, and she was wrapt ecs- 
tasy adoration. While thus entranced, her pure soul, 
heeding the invitation “Arise, love, beautiful one, 
and (Cant. ii. 13), freed itself from the fetters 
the body, and winged its flight heaven. Mary’s features 
betrayed sign death. She lay peaceful and calm, 
while delicious fragrance pervaded the chamber 
death. The Apostles fell upon their knees, intoned the 
psalms, and prayed with fervor which they had perhaps 
never experienced before. 

the following day the precious remains the 
Mother God were borne solemn procession along the 
quiet Valley Josaphat Mount Olivet. The pious 
women Jerusalem had transformed the sepulcher 
her whom they loved ardently into bower beauti- 
ful, fragrant flowers. Amid the chant and prayers the 
faithful, the sacred remains were laid gently and rever- 
ently into the tomb; but they were not undergo cor- 
ruption. 

The Empty Tomb 

Tradition tells that after the solemn and touching 
ceremony Mary’s burial, the Apostles and many the 
faithful watched and prayed the tomb for three days. 
They remembered the glorious resurrection their 
Divine Master the third day, and confidently trusted 
that would pleased have His beloved Mother 
enjoy this same privilege. Deeply impressed with this 
hope, they opened the tomb the third day, and found 
empty. 

may safely adopt another opinion held many 
the faithful throughout the past; namely, that the 
Apostle Thomas having arrived Jerusalem too late 
witness the death his dear Mother, was overpowered 
grief; begged that the grave opened that 
might take last look the beautiful remains the 
Immaculate Virgin, and pay them his loving homage 
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and respect. Moved his deep piety and devotedness, 
the other Apostles granted his request. anxious expec- 
tation they removed the stone from the sepulcher, but 
hold, the grave was empty. purity 
the place that had been touched the sacred remains 
the Lily Israel, the Mystical Rose Sharon. sweet 
odor came forth from the grave, and perfumed the air 
with its fragrance, while supernatural brightness arose 
and shone upon all who were present. cry ful 
astonishment broke forth from the lips the es: 
“She risen, she not here!” Hymns praise and joy 
were chanted honor the glorified Queen 


Mary’s Assumption Into Heaven 


From the days the Apostles down our own 
has been the firm belief the Church that the red 
body the Mother God was carried the 
Paradise. may picture our Lord Himself coming 
legions angels conduct His Blessed Mother the 
beautiful throne had prepared for her. The 
Ghost greeted Mary with the words 
Writer, “Come from Libanus, spouse, come Li- 
banus, come; thou shalt crowned from the top 
na” (Cant. iv. 8); and Jesus invited Mary follow Him, 
and come into her eternal inheritance. 

The whole court heaven wondering astonishment 
came welcome the Mother the Divine Word. 
she that goeth the desert pillar smoke 
aromatical spices myrrh, frankincense, and all 
the powders the perfumers?” (Cant. iii. 6.) 
this that cometh from the desert flowing with 
leaning upon her Beloved?” (Cant. viii. 5.) What chorus 
exultation must have resounded throughout the heav- 
enly spheres: “Lift your gates, princes, and 
lifted up, eternal gates” (Ps. xxiii. 7). “Arise, 
Lord, into Thy resting place, Thou and the ark which 
Thou hast sanctified” (Ps. cxxxi. 8). instant Mary 
had passed the highest spheres, leaving behind her all 
that terrestrial. The choirs angels, and the saints 
God came forth salute her and acknowledge her 
their Queen: “Thou art the glory Jerusalem, thou art 
the joy Israel, thou art the honor thy 
(Judith xv. 10). 


The Coronation Mary 


Mary was not ordinary denizen heaven. 
Her Divine Son conducted her through the celestial courts 
even His Father’s throne. The three Divine Persons re- 
ceived her, and crowned her chaste brow with diadem 
sparkling royal magnificence—a diadem twelve 
stars, more brilliant than the most precious stones. The 
Father then placed His beloved daughter throne 
the right hand His only-begotten Son. “The Queen 
stood upon Thy right hand clothing (Ps. sliv. 
10). Mary was then proclaimed Queen Heaven and 
earth, and her praises were sound forever 
the heavenly Jerusalem. The prophetical words het 
Magnificat were now verified: from nce- 
forth all generations shall call 

The “Salve Regina” has become the glorious 
the Church Triumphant; the battle cry the Church 
Militant; and the consolation the Church 
Mary will reign the Sovereign Queen heaven and 
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earth for all ages come. She venerated every re- 
gion the earth; she reigns over the hearts the count- 
children men, and receives their homage and de- 
votion. Her praises resound from pole pole; her be- 
influence felt from sea sea. The love and loyal- 
her children manifested the innumerable 
churches, chapels, and shrines that have been dedicated 
her all over the world. Our own dear country has cho- 
sen Mary its Queen under the fairest all her titles 
The Immaculate Conception. 


Proofs the Assumption 


fervent Catholic would for one moment doubt the 
Assumption his Blessed Mother into heaven, even 
though has not yet been proclaimed the Church 
the Faith. Though firmly and joyfully be- 
lieve Mary’s miraculous assumption, may not su- 
perflous study the grounds which this Catholic con- 
viction based. The following proofs are found the 
the Blessed Virgin, Rev. Rohner, O.S.B.: 

The festival the Assumption the Blessed Virgin 
was observed even the earliest years Christianity. 
certain that during the reign the Emperor Con- 
stantine the Great was celebrated the East with great 
devotion and pomp. the Western Church has been 
festival the first class ever since the sixth century. 

period Christian history has anyone claimed 
have seen any relic from the sacred person Mary. 
Even the Greek Church, where the authorities have al- 
ways been extremely careful discover, preserve, and 
expose public veneration every relic deserving such 
honors, not word has ever been said any relics 
these sacred remains. 

the Western Church, St. Gregory Tours gives 
testimony his writings, published about 550, the As- 
sumption the Blessed Virgin. Pope Gregory the Great, 
who died 604, composed for the Mass celebrated 
honor the Assumption the following prayer: be- 
seech Thee, Lord, that may obtain real assistance, 
through the solemn celebration this day which the 
Mother God died indeed corporeal death, but could 
not detained the bonds death.” 

The Greek Church considers this general belief 
well founded, that council held Armenia 1342, 
the assembled members issued the following declaration: 
“Let everyone know and understand the Church Ar- 
menia holds and teaches that the holy Mother God, 
the power and virtue Jesus Christ, was translated 
into the Kingdom Heaven, both body and This 
same Eastern Church issued similar declaration when 
repelling the calumnies which the so-called Reformers, 
Luther, Calvin, and their followers, uttered against the 
Mother God. 

Death the wages sin. God preserved Mary 
from every stain sin, was eminently becoming that 
should avert from Mary the wages sin. 

This precious body was the miraculous source 
Which the Body Christ, the Victor over death, the 
and corruption, was formed. How then could this 
Virginal flesh fall prey death and corruption? 

Mary had given her virginal body the King 
Glory His dwelling place, right and proper 
that this same Lord should give His Kingdom eternal 
glory her resting place. St. Bernard thus beautifully 
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expresses this sentiment: the Lord came into this 
world, Mary received Him the noblest dwelling 
earth, the temple her chaste womb: therefore, 
this day has the Lord exalted her honorable throne 
His Heavenly Kingdom.” 

These evidences and many others which might ad- 
duced, are sufficient give the doctrine the As- 
sumption solidity and certainty that cannot given 
any other fact ancient history. Pope Benedict XIV 
has declared godless, unintelligible, absurd, and foolish 
doubt this consoling, well-grounded doctrine. 


Why Was Mary Assumed Into Heaven? 


Because her body had been overshadowed the 
Holy Ghost; had been the sacred dwelling place the 
Son God, and consequently was only proper that 
Mary should ascend whither her Son had already ascend- 
ed. 

Mary had shared all the sorrows and sufferings 
her Son, therefore was but right that she should par- 
ticipate His glory and triumph without any delay. 

Mary was not assumed into heaven for her own 
sake only, but also for ours. Just her Divine Son as- 
cended into heaven our Intercessor with the Father, 
Mary has become our Mediatrix with her Divine Son, 
She constantly praying for us, preserving from 
danger, shielding against temptation, and imploring 
blessings for us. Her glory and happiness heaven have 
not lessened, but rather strengthened her love and de- 
votedness the children men. 


The Feast Our Lady’s Assumption 


The Coronation our Blessed Mother heaven 
forms, were, the closing scene the great drama 
the Incarnation and Redemption. The Assumption fol- 
lows logically from the privilege the Immaculate Con- 
ception and the Mystery the Incarnation. These three 
privileges are summed and celebrated double 
the first class, the fifteenth August. the greatest 
feast Our Lady, evident from the observation 
its Vigil, its Octave, and its liturgical rank. 

Rome this day solemnized the Basilica St. 
Mary Major, where the feast the Birth Christ 
also solemnized. This seems most fitting coinci- 
dence; for Mary received Jesus when came into 
this world, Jesus receives Mary upon leaving the world. 


The Blessing Herbs and Fruits 


customary many places before High Mass 
bless herbs and fruits the Feast Mary’s Assump- 
tion. The Church does this manifest her joy the 
glorious victory which Mary achieved over death, the 
world, and the devil, and her splendid triumph when 
she, adorned with virtues with many flowers, en- 
tered heaven, and that God may sanctify and bless the 
plants and fruits that their use may serve for our wel- 
fare. 


The Liturgy This Feast 


glance the liturgy shows that the antiphons for 
the Offices Vespers and Lauds are proper the feast. 
The last three only are taken from Holy Scripture, the 
others being specially composed for the festival. trans- 
lation may here given these antiphons: 
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“Mary taken into heaven, the angels rejoice, 
and bless God with songs praise.” 

“The Virgin Mary taken into the bridal cham- 
ber heaven, where the King Kings sitteth His 
starry throne.” 

“We run after the odor thine ointments. The 
maidens have loved thee exceedingly.” (The virtues 
Mary attract earnest souls, just sweet perfume de- 
lights the senses.) 

“Blessed art thou, daughter, the Lord! For 
thee have partaken the Fruit Life.” 

beautiful art thou, daughter Jeru- 
salem; terrible army battle array!” 

Chapter and hymn each the two Offices are those 
common most feasts Our Lady. The versicle and re- 
sponse are proper: 

“The Holy Mother God lifted high.” 

“Above the choirs angels the heavenly king- 
dom.” 

The antiphon for the Magnificat very striking: “Vir- 
gin most prudent, whither goest thou, rosy the dawn? 
Daughter Sion, all-beautiful and sweet art thou; fair 
the moon, chosen the sun.” 

The liturgy the Mass also proper this feast. 
The Introit song triumphant joy: “Let all re- 
joice the Lord, celebrating festival,day honor 
the Blessed Virgin Mary, for whose Assumption the angels 
rejoice and give praise the Son God.” The psalm at- 
tached that which the Incarnation foretold: 
“My heart hath uttered good word: speak works 
the King.” the bridal song the union the 
divine and human nature the birth Christ; fittingly, 
therefore, does form part the liturgy this feast 
since Mary was the means whereby that sublime union 
was accomplished. 

The Collect asks for mercy toward sinners, through 
Mary’s intercession: beseech Thee. Lord, 
the sins Thy servants; that we, who are not able 
please Thee our deeds, may saved the interces- 
sion the Mother Thy Son.” 

The Epistle passage from Ecclesiasticus, 
the graces which should shine the soul the Im- 
maculate Virgin and her consequent exaltation: “In all 
things sought rest, and shall abide the inheritance 
the Lord. ..He that made rested tabernacle. 
...And was established Sion, and the holy 
city likewise rested and power was Jerusalem.” 
The words recall the circumstances already alluded to, 
the triumphant carrying the Ark city; they 
were literally fulfilled the assumption Our Lady 
the realms bliss. The text goes compare Mary 
with the cedar, the cypress, palm tree, rose plant 
Jericho, fair olive tree, plane tree the water. Her 
example likened the sweet odors cinnamon, bal- 
sam, and myrrh. 

The Gradual from the Forty-Fourth Psalm, which 
supplies the Introit. sings the perfections Mary 
which led the King Kings choose her for His bride. 
“Hearken, daughter, and see, and incline thine ear; for 
the King hath greatly desired thy beauty,” are the con- 
cluding words this magnificent anthem. The Alleluia 
verse speaks joy heaven; “Alleluia! Mary as- 
sumed into heaven. The host angels rejoiceth.” 

The Gospel seems first sight have little bearing 


upon the feast. relates the visit our Lord the house 
the sisters Martha and Mary, and the different way 
which each entertained Him. Mary praised for having 
chosen the better part, sitting the feet Jesus and 
listening His teaching. The two sisters represent the 
active and contemplative life. Our Lady combined both 
perfect degree; she ministered His wants like 
Martha; and, like that other Mary, listened His 
“pondering them her heart.” true her that she 
“hath chosen the better She has received her 
ward already, body well soul, for her perfect 
acceptance God’s will. 

The Offertory speaks the joy the angels, 
alluded this day. The Communion verse 
the gladness the Church the reunion Mother and 
Son, reward Mary’s fidelity: “Mary hath chosen jor 
herself the better part, which shall not taken from 
forever.”

Many schools have taken steps combat undernour- 
ishment. These are not final, however, though they are 
suggestive. plain common sense, after spending 
much for education, bestow some care upon the bene- 
ficiary himself even the present unmasterable curricu- 
lum has reduced proper extent.

Proper Clothing 


The importance the relation clothing health 
clearly shown the Miscellaneous Publication No. 
the Department Agriculture which lists 1,184 
books and articles dealing with this subject. ob- 
viously the duty parents take the matter clothing 
seriously. Proper clothing demands that according 
prevailing weather conditions, clean, fitting, dry, and 
according the needs the individual child. Tuberculo- 
sis, skin disease, rickets, etc., also determine some ex- 
tent the material used for garments. Underwear 
must changed frequently and must receive washing 
that sterilizes the material. Outer garments, frequently 
acting carriers germs, should kept clean and 
much possible free from dust. Special, easily washable 
clothing should provided for play and dirty work. Al- 
though the special duty the mother look after

nurse provided. The teacher should regulate the tem- 
perature the classroom, insist upon cleanliness, super- 
vise the proper storage wraps, caps, and overcoats, and 
should induce the janitor maintain sanitary conditions 
cloakrooms, lockers, lunchrooms, toilets, playgrounds 
and the school general.

Proper Exercises 


Daily household chores have been reduced mini- 
mum. The automobile, the street car, and the nearness 
churches and schools have obviated the necessity 
long and healthy walks. Even short walks neighboring 
stores are avoided means the telephone and de- 
livery wagon. Room for play the open rapidly taken 
away from the children; streets have become dangerous, 
empty lots disappear and parks and playgrounds are still 
few and far between. Some space yet available 
the sidewalks, but how long? large cities the roofs are 
being used playgrounds, but ever since boy 
years fell from five-story house crushed feet, 
this play facility. Where then are children get the ex- 
ercises conducive proper physical development? The 
few minutes set aside for calisthenics the classroom are 
substitute for more strenuous exercises that are needed. 
Nor can the climbing stairs high tenements con- 
sidered such, since may affect the heart more than 
develops and strengthens the muscles. true that 
conditions differ different places, but also beyond 
doubt that the bulk city children suffer from lack 
proper exercises, unless adults guide them and assist them 
this matter. 

First all some schools and colleges must change their 
attitude toward sports and athletics. Last February the 
members the national board directors The Na- 
tional Amateur Athletic Federation were asked present 
paper the annual meeting setting forth their ideas 
about amateur sports and athletics. this occasion, the 
writer was represented Rev. Dr. Paul Hanly Furfey 
who expressed the ideas the Catholic Boys Brigade, 
S., follows: 


“The C.B.B. believes that wholesome play ex- 
tremely important element the building health 
and character. has, therefore, always encouraged, 
theory and practice, the participation its members 
healthy believe that three cardinal prin- 
ciples should dominate the sports our members: 


Active participation the greatest possible number 
contestants. 
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adaptation the sport the physical abilities 
participants, and the prevention overstrain. 

The inculcation the highest ideals sportsman- 
ship. 

“The C.B.B. deplores the fact that these ideals are not 
universally accepted present the United States. The 
tendency toward professionalism restricts participation 
small number star performers while the spectators 
are content sit by.... deplore also the fact that 
this same tendency has penetrated our educational insti- 
tutions.... There has been little attempt secure wide 
participation the part the students, while the phy- 
sical welfare the players has been sacrificed the will 
win....” 

The school authorities should make efforts remedy 
conditions either themselves forming associations 
that will take care this matter during their leisure. The 
home must encouraging the children join 
such recreational organizations that provide physical ex- 
ercises for the many well for the few. The diocese 
and the communities one word all citizens should 
assist this matter trying increase the number 
playgrounds, the use public halls and armories, etc., 
and proper supervision for same. 


Proper Rest 


Proper rest much needed proper exercises. 
behold children playing city streets late and 
not extraordinary. One reason may the de- 
crease traffic late night, but the general tendency 
seems turn the night into day and vice versa. 
This not natural. But done and the child who 
suffers most. many cases longer possible 
oblige children assist Mass before school time. Safe- 
demands that the children come when they are pro- 
tected against accidents the police shortly before the 
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opening the public schools. This affords the children 
opportunity sleep longer the morning and this 
induces many parents let them stay late the eve- 
ning and hence they not get the proper quantity nor 
quality sleep. Practically all authorities agree that the 
hours sleep before midnight contribute more rest 
and physical development than those the morning, but 
even all hours should give the same quality rest, the 
duration the sleep many our children nowadays 
too short. This especially true the big cities. Be- 
tween the years and from hours sleep 
gradually decreasing not too much. American life has 
become hasty, nerve-racking, and strength consuming. 
The watchfulness that must exercised continually 
save one’s life and limbs street intersections, 
work and play, etc., affects the heart and the nerves. Even 
the demands made children the school present are 
much greater than they used be. Hence, the guidance 
the parents absolutely necessary order that they 
get the rest sufficient restore the strength wasted dur- 
ing the day. Unless they so, the number physical 
and mental collapses adult life will steadily 
The inability fall asleep some otherwise 
children caused lack proper exercises.

Let 
first all note the form may not take. would 
traitors our young people permitted 
lowering the moral standards and norms. have 
just noted how thousand forces are feverishly en- 
gaged replacing the stern and forbidding shall 
not,” hemmed about innumerable social safeguards, 
with the “you may.” 

You may, providing only you avoid harmful social 
consequences. This, indeed, the real import Lind- 
sey’s gospel stripped its humanitarian verbiage. 


When the passions assert themselves, complacently 
yield them, being careful avoid, course, the 
natural consequences; namely, childbirth. Preventive 
measures have been evolved for this very purpose. 
The only other alternative serious conflict with 
society, which moves slowly break down these 
thousand-year-old traditions.

Such words constitute the declaration the primacy 
the physical over the spiritual.

are here approaching these matters less from 
the standpoint the moral law from that edu- 
cation and character development. Domination the 
appetitive life will successful only proportion 
oppose with unbroken series motives. 
this respect there can easy evasions, “when 
and compromises. Catholic moralists consistently 
point great fundamental law which partic- 
ular importance us, pedagogically. When the in- 
dividual being human society danger, excep- 
tions cannot countenanced for the benefit the 
single individual. The more when there question 
elementary human passions. the Imitation 
Christ remarks, human nature cunning and rebels 
subjection. Once exception has been made, human 
nature will hasten fabricate analogies. The excep- 
tions multiply; from the one springs the many, until 
finally the principle itself grounded the very essence 
human nature, lies broken and shattered. Then 
man, too, hurt and maimed his innermost being. 

This extremely helpful pedagogical viewpoint 
which the proponents relativistic ethics will well 
bear mind. not necessary expressly declare 
that this fundamental principle particular im-

Firm Stand Essential 


Though must concede much the new psy- 
chology, particularly when calls our attention 
the fact that youth views sex matters differently than 
its are, fact, inexperienced, curious, 
given megalomania and though “mitigat- 
ing circumstances” enter into our judgments in- 
dividual instances, though are sympathetic, under- 
standing, and helpful, still must take our stand 
with adamantine firmness upon objective norms. 
Subjectively, too, our desire assistance must 
not mislead into believing that for youth there can 
question mortal sin these matters, that sex 
derelictions are but purely natural passing phenom- 
enona.** There can question but that exag- 
gerated desire helpfulness frequently becomes 
mere covering for perverted softness and pagan 
humanitarianism, already only too prevalent our 
day and age. The expression “tout comprendre c’est 
tout pardonner” the beloved remedy our times. 

not permissible consider sexual transgres- 
sions merely from the viewpoint the individual. 
sure, should and must, educators and direc- 
tors souls, help and assist the individual these 
matters much possible. But the bomum commune 
tremendous importance and has its own peculiar 
and insistent demands. Public sex morality, which 
undoubtedly imposes strenuous sanctions, upon the 
individual, particular importance with regard 
the common good and provides for the individual 
strong protection, which being quite generally 
disregarded today without even gesture sub- 
stituting something equal efficacy.

Under present-day conditions, surely unwise 
that adults preserve puritanical silence concerning 
these highly important matters life, foolishly clos- 
ing eyes their existence. Such noteworthy leaders 
this field, have called attention the 
resulting evils. Youth must know that appreciate 
their difficulties and their struggles, that stand 
prepared help and assist them. must when the 
opportunity presents itself speak frankly with them, 
though the same time exercising care not bungle 
the subjects largely done these days. Youth 
must appreciate ever and always that its educators 
themselves stand awe these mysteries life, 
that they consider their holy and exacting obligation 
assist the oncoming generation properly ordering 
their sex lives.

Principles for Educators 
addition the above positive recommendations 


for the pedagogy sex, essential that consider 
more detail some the more important principles. 
necessary proceed from knowledge the 
nature sex and the manner its functioning 
the human organism. Above all essential under- 
stand that the passions are part the very essence 
man. Once the atomistic viewpoint psychology 
has been discredited and have achieved the abil- 
ity considering the oneness human nature, 
will the same time come the realization, common 
earlier ages, that impossible consider sex 
apart from the whole man. Thus will avoid the 
pitfalls Freud and the innumerable other sexologists 
who have followed his wake. 

From this fundamental principle the important 
but necessarily dependent part sex plays human 
life well from the considerations concerning the 
evolution sex life childhood and adolescence. 
previously laid down these pages, certain large 
principles valuable the pedagogy sex, can 
evolved. 

Sex education must have its objective the riz 
ordering the appetitive life the whole life 
man. This can accomplished only insofar

Disregard this fundamental principle the first 
and foremost error many modern systems, partic- 
ularly those panaceas which are prized means 
intellectual enlightenment. 

Sex education must therefore have its beginning 
the days childhood. Everything that will assist 
the young mind realization that the appetitive 
life, the passions, must subordinated, essential 
part correct sex pedagogy. Education purity must 
then closely synchronized with the tempo and 
rhythm the evolution and development childhood 
and adolescence. these days “child pedagogy” 
should unnecessary make mention this; and 
yet err more grieviously this regard than any 
other have already observed the discussion 
concerning the precociousness, the “forcing” modern 
youth. 

becomes the task education order properly 
these appetites the whole life man, there follows 
naturally that the individual must dominate these 
appetites until capable satisfying them, 
for example, properly constituted matrimony, de- 
signed for the great God-given task propagating the 
human race, unless the individual has freely chosen 
live life virginity. 

Hence, essential that care exercised not 
awaken these dormant appetites the child. Prophy- 
lactics therefore take first place all sensible sex 
pedagogy. Such precaution and chariness are not kin 
prudery and cowardice. These do, however, seize 
all reasonable means avoid all irritations (internal 
and external) which are likely arouse undesirable 
complexes and emotions. True, the child should attain 
sane and reasonable relationship with its body; 
fear and anxiety. The child must learn not fear but 
reverence. This task the nursery, not post- 
poned later years, which seems today finds ex- 
pression rather shamelessness than prudery. 

Sex allurements must, particular and above all, 
removed from the home. This applies for the small 
child, particularly for the maturing youth. Culpable 
negligence this regard the rule rather than the 
exception our day. Companions, amusements, asso- 
ciations, etc., must closely guarded and supervised 
the parents, who must again reéstablish and re- 
assert their authority which should express itself 
firmness rather than narrowness and severity. The 
responsibility the home this regard cannot 
too strongly emphasized. the children could always 
find the home haven purity which they could 
retreat and whose pure atmosphere they could 
develop their powers resistance, much would 
thus accomplished. commonplace daily 
observation that children who come from good 
home generally develop into superb men and women; 
—an indication their good beginnings. 
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Nevertheless, spite every precaution im- 
possible shield children from all that hastens and 
hurries the development their sex life. Hence, our 
second task must consist immunizing against all 
allurements that cannot removed. this end, 
every effort must employed develop strong 
and virile will power. Self-denial, even permissible 
things, which has apparently been stricken from the 
vocabulary moderns, must again given fore- 
most place every program training and education. 
The young person must capable rejecting 
act the will, everything low and vulgar. This 
will possible only has been provided with 
proper system motives, which must rest squarely 
sane world view. The adolescent must taught 
appreciate that renunciation and self-denial 
contained the secret both time and eternity. 

Sex must accorded its proper place this sys- 
tem motives. The relationship the young person 
must not purely negative one: must not 
dictated and directed fear nowhere fear 
pitiable educator the sphere sex morality 
—rather, the stern “Thou shalt not” should find its 
echo ready and joyous will.” The recapture 
paradise surrendered through original sin, the 
restoration beautiful harmony between the spirit 
and the flesh, the application the surging powers 
the spirit the great work God’s creation: these 
are ideas which arouse and enthuse the young heart. 

Above all, the maturing youth must become deeply 
religious individual. Nothing possible without the 
grace God; hence reasonable but deep-seated 
piety, hence devotion the Blessed Virgin, whose 
importance the work educating purity 
worthy separate consideration and hence, most 
important all, frequent reception the Sacraments. 
The soul the young person must penetrated with 
thoughts and ideas which leave room for the low, 
the vulgar, the impure. 

Youth must capable appreciating the smaller 
joys and pleasures life; the beauties nature, 
literature, and art should given place its life 
befitting the age and circumstances. His vocation and 
his everyday duties must yield real satisfaction; 
matter daily observation that the individual who 
dedicates himself wholeheartedly suitable voca- 
tion more easily passes through the danger zone 
adolescence than whose vocation consists mere 
job from which wrung the material necessities 
life. 

And yet the young person who has strongly forti- 
fied himself interiorly against this battle the 
passions will nevertheless hard put times. 
becomes necessary, therefore, that acquire 
and finesse the art dominating the passions. 

Sensible diet, which shuns excesses both quan- 
tity and quality, well befitting clothes, must 
given due and careful consideration. If, notwith- 
standing, these precautions, the passions become un- 
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ruly, the solution must sought diversion. There 
question here passion which demands satis- 
faction with all the primitive urge nature. Psy- 
chology teaches that unbridled imagination 
incites the passion and this turn, stimulates its 
appropriate organ; the latter then further fires the 
passion until the whole series processes evolve into 
vicious circle increasing intensity. The educator 
will exert every effort overcome this ominous intro- 
version; will keep the young person employed 
every way possible. This one the most important 
and, the same time, one the most difficult 
remedies applied the director and educator 
the young. Every form and suggestion modern 
eclecticism, common our day, must avoided; 
the young person must not permitted that 
which merely the expression passing fancy. 
When satisfaction lacking that which 
other sources will sought. Vain and barren effort 
is, the ancients aptly expressed it, and Dosto- 
jewski inimitably depicted his Memories From 
Charnel House, plain hell. For many, athletics can 
made excellent diversion. During the years 
growth and development excessive energy seeks 
outlet. The young person must able exercise un- 
til the physical powers have been run down the end 
that the close day brings complete fatigue and the 
necessity for finding surcease undisturbed sleep. 
However the sensible pedagogue realizes that exagger- 
ated athletics only too frequently dangerously incite 
these passions. 

Hence, becomes most important that the young 
person learns order and regulate his thought pro- 
cesses. the imagination permitted roam too far 
afield becomes increasingly difficult order suc- 
cessful retreat since the passions have already been 
aroused. Youth must taught exercise close and 
exacting discrimination over its imagination the end 
that able perceive representations that which 
likely develop into dangerous images and mental 
pictures. The danger line must carefully noted and 
upon approaching the mind must immediately 
diverted its interests and occupations. must 
repeated again that the duties suitable vocation 
are the most excellent these means diversion. 

Finally necessary that the young person 
educated proper evaluation the audible and 
visible world which daily moves and lives. 
have just seen how the modern scene charged with 
sex. matter for gratitude that for the majority 
our young people custom has dulled the edge 
perception and hence they move through the modern 
world largely unaffected things which formerly gave 
great scandal and which became the occasions sin. 

Unfortunately, there remains sufficient which can 
carry the fatal spark into the soul the maturing 
young man woman and thus fire the passions de- 
vastatingly. Again the ability sense the danger 
arises and act the will say nay, be- 
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comes indispensable. Gradually the faculty pene- 
trate through exteriors behold the idea will grow 
and develop, and thus the allurements evil will have 
less and less power attract him. 

From all this evident that the pedagogy sex 
need not enter upon new and untrodden paths. only 
apply the old, proved principles the new and 
changed sorroundings and conditions, will discover 
that their potency has nowise diminished. 

the face the vicious attack from all sides upon 
the purity youth, imperative that all true 
factors education present united front. The home, 
the school, pastoral care, and the science education 
must muster the very best they have hand for the 
aid and assistance our youth. Alas, becomes neces- 
sary bemoan the lack unity among these forces. 
place hand-to-hand, codperative effort neces- 
sary and essential, not all uncommon see 
the ranks the educators and directors youth rent 
petty quarrels and misunderstandings. This tragic 
situation must remedied every available means. 

Not few educators who closely observe the days 
which live are inclined lose heart. They believe 
that everything well-nigh lost. this attitude 
cannot concur. have full confidence the healthy 
vigor and idealism our youth; above all, have 
complete confidence the victorious means placed 
our disposal our Holy Faith. assist our young 
people become deeply religious men and women, 
educate them full manhood and womanhood, 
and assist them the terrific struggle for purity 
with deep and intelligent understanding, then 
can rest assured that this present generation will 
achieve the goal true and genuine education. Above 
all, let inspire the confidence this youth our 
example successful conflict with all that low, 
vulgar, and impure. 


WHAT “INDUSTRIAL ARTS”? 


“The industrial arts subject for educative purposes 
may defined study the changes made the form 
materials increase their values for human usage and 
the problems life related these changes.”

The Missal will thus used with 
growing frequency and doubtless will lead many 
better assistance the Holy Sacrifice. not, there- 
fore, here urging the use the daily Missal. has un- 
numbered champions and deservedly so. wish pre- 
sent the case for prayer book the general size and 
character usually connoted the name, “vest-pocket.” 

Most teachers and pastors encourage their students 
continually wear scapular and carry rosary 
upon their person. Each year, least during the month 
October, every teacher will make sure that all 
the students own rosary and use occasion. Zeal- 
ous teachers will even order stock rosaries which 
will put for sale reduced prices the class- 
room and which will blessed for the purchasers, 
order challenge the excuses that the indifferent might 
offer for not having their beads. Moreover, since the 
revival the Sodality our high schools, the book- 
rack receiving deal deserved publicity.

Considering 
only this bare minimum church attendance, Cath- 
olic student goes church seventy-five times year, 
let say, for period least one-half hour, put 
down minimum again. other words, during thirty- 
seven hours the student left, for the most part, 
his own initiative and devices. What are boys and girls 
deing all that time church they have prayer 
books? teachers have been well grounded pre- 
sume least the one pedagogical principle that the 
teacher’s greatest duty the student teach him 
without teacher. Every year during thirty-seven 
hours church, our students religion must shift for 
themselves. The least can for them provide 
suitable text, one graduated their mental and spir- 
itual capacity, one that will practical guide 
prayer. Older folks, Nuns, Brothers, and even Priests, 
would hard put it, were they obliged spend 
that time church with more immediate prepara- 
tion for prayer than the average Catholic youth gives 
it. What the use spending hour after hour 
the Christian-doctrine course dilating the nature 
prayer, its kinds, and qualities, our immature young 
people have suitable formulas for directing their 
thoughts the time when the principles those care- 
fully elaborated instructions are 

Let put the problem the form this alterna- 
tive: Which would practical boy choose, one year’s 
course religion without practical prayer book for 
church use, reasonably edited prayer book without 
any further help from the religion course? When ask 
the question thus, feel confident that boys, least, 
they really desire pray, would overwhelmingly 
choose the prayer book. feel that our religion courses 
would become doubly effective the instructions would 
reéchoed Sunday after Sunday the live text 
wisely edited vest-pocket prayer book. Repetitio est 
mater studiorum. The prayer book drives home its les- 
sons reiteration, some matters least fifty times 
year. What better ally could demand for impress- 
ing essentials concerning the most practical matters, 
such assisting Mass, receiving Holy Communion, 
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going confession, and the relation these acts 
religion daily life? 

not imagine that many teachers would deny 
that possible make prayer book telling factor 
training the spirit faith, the proper reception 
the Sacraments, and Catholic action. 


The Right Prayer Book 


far from sufficient, however, wish ob- 
tain the results desired, that “any old prayer book,” 
borrow the boys’ phrase, put into student’s 
hands. seems little short crime for parents, 
pastors, teachers, whoever responsible for the 
purchase the children’s First Communion prayer 
books governed solely price external ap- 
pearances. criminal foist upon children, who are 
eager pray, those luxe editions the Key 
Heaven which another iconoclast has aptly character- 
ized “inadequacy leatherbound.” “For the greatest 
day child’s life,” she continues, “they offer adult 
books cut down and masquerading innocent white 
celluloid covers, books which, administered small 
doses, might use cool the ardors immoderate 
ecstatics.” (Lillian Clark America, March 1930, 
525.) And seems that dry-as-dust 
prayer books with only more sober cover, (perhaps 
order triple the price), “Rutland Roan, flexible, 
divinity circuit,” are imported the boatload for any- 
body who needs prayer book after First Communion 
day. The presumption upon which the wholesaler acts 
is, once child has had First Communion book can 
digest any other! there any wonder, then, that re- 
ligion becomes unreal, and that church services become 
dull, meaningless wakes over dead dying faith? 

Publishers may partly blame for the poor qual- 
ity the general run prayer books, but that fact 
does not excuse us. Considering the matter dispassion- 
ately, cannot see how may blame the public for 
patronizing indecent moving pictures unless hold 
ourselves responsible for the similar apathy those 
who purchase prayer books. theatergoers and movie 
fans are responsible for making filthy plays profitable, 
we, Catholic priests, parents, and above all teachers, 
are blame prayer books for high-school students 
not meet the needs wants American Catholic 
youth. How many have ever moved finger for 
the right sort prayer 

Catholic teachers demand quality both the 
physical make-up and the content our textbooks. 
should never content with the texts half 
century ago. Histories, science books, language and 
literature manuals must not only masterpieces 
the bookmaker’s art, they must well the fruit 
research and the crystallized conclusion years 
practical experience the classroom. Insistent demand 
and judicious patronage have brought such textbooks 
upon the market. Texts Church history and Chris- 
tian doctrine are laboriously attaining the same high 
pedagogical standards that those secular branches 
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have reached long before them. Our Sisters, thanks 
their growing self-confidence, that complex developed 
the intuition prayerful lives and the experi- 
ence years unselfish observation the classroom, 
have been flooding the market recently with inexpen- 
sive but helpful prayer books for the tots whom the 
Savior invites their First Holy Communion. 

Now, after the child has outgrown the First Com- 
munion prayer book there must book for his ado- 
lescence. only general prayer books are edited, such 
try meet the needs all classes Catholics from 
their first day the Holy Table until the far-off night 
when the octogenarian’s weak eyes call for 
printed large type, all individuality, everything 
makes prayer book appealing and practical for the 
particular needs each class, inevitably will want- 
ing. Separate books must edited for special 
ries people. mother family should have 
prayers fit her needs. Such needs are not those 
light-hearted and care-free freshman son nor 
those his older sister the threshold 
freer, and more dangerous life.

power guide distinct and valuable asset 

for those teachers who possess it. This power, 

fact, the force which brings about the best type 

education. Those who deal with the teaching design 

are much need this faculty are those who work 
along any other line schoolwork. 

This most desirable and essential power begins func- 
tion those who teach design only after they have de- 
veloped skill analyzing the product what they teach. 
One cannot tell what next just what procedure 
follow until knows how select what usable and 
reject that which not —in other words, must know 
what good and what bad. must have working 
notion, too, what may done that which bad 
improve it. Only with such knowledge basis can one 
lead and guide. 

One should not too specific offering suggestions 
for change. children have been taught certain theories 
and practices, and there reason think they have 
grasped them, they should held this previous de- 
breaking up, not say decisively, that space 
into three parts,” but, preferably, guide the child who 
doing the work bringing before his mind what has 
been taught about variety. weak line used con- 
nection with mass which overwhelms character, 
point out the lack balance force and let the trans- 
gressor work out the correction. Only through such proc- 
esses these can one real guiding. 

The teacher who ambitious become proficient 
the teaching design children will spend much time 
studying the products the minds and hands with 
which she deals.

The illustrations accompanying this article deal with 
analysis and guidance they apply the study de- 
sign.

Each design used was chosen because has some 
rather flagrant transgression. They are all favorable 
stage for diagnosis because they are the result the first 
step the planning design experimentation. this 
point proper guidance invaluable. 

Observing these illustrations one readily finds lack 
unity, variety, balance. Shapes which not combine 
pleasantly have been used with each other producing 
lack harmony rather than harmony. Perhaps 
effort vary space the young designer has gone too far 
and only confusion has developed. All these things and 
others may happen. The teacher who knows how point 
the way out these difficulties, without being too dog- 
matic, success. 

sense the reader conclude that the corrected 
sketches are presented finished products; the con- 
trary, they are thought only improved beyond 
the state which they were first presented. 


Discussion Illustrations 


The illustrations are arranged child’s 
product which needs changing order make conform 
more closely the rules design and sketch 
sketches embodying correction and additions which carry 
the child’s work further along toward success.

One the most striking and thought-provoking 
speeches the Cincinnati Convention the National 
Catholic Educational Association, was the speech 
Father John Maguire, C.S.V., the President 
St. Viator’s College. dealt quite frankly with the 
very difficult problem the Catholic College. The very 
existence many these colleges threatened. They 
are significant factor and must become more 
the effort make Catholic civilization democratic 
America. fact, these institutions are essential 
intelligent program Catholic action, and our 
maintaining intellectual respectability instead 
the inferiority complex that too characteristic 
Catholics too generally. 
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spite these facts and this 
Father Maguire’s striking and frank statement, all 
the “works” the Catholic Church this seems 
the one the bishops are not interested certainly 
not actively interested in, interested the point 
actual helpfulness. 

Father Maguire deserves congratulations for his 
frank statement. should arouse equally frank dis- 
cussion. raises issue that should faced frankly, 
fully, the light the actual facts. Perhaps the Cath- 
olic Colleges run should not supported and en- 
couraged. Perhaps they not accept the ideal 
“eminence” which the only one consistent with their 
purpose. Perhaps, was intimated Father Maguire, 
there are too many 

hope Father Maguire’s challenging and thought- 
ful paper will lead searching our hearts, and 
discovery the facts regarding the Catholic colleges, 
which will help bring the Catholic colleges the same 
kind support given orphanages, elementary 
schools, and other educational and social works the 
Church. 


The Issue Secularism 


The theme song, were, the convention the 
National Catholic Educational Association, was anti- 
secularism. The issue before Catholic education was 
clearly and sharply defined. Some statements unusually 
frank regarding public education were made. will 
help clarify this issue. will discourage pussy- 
footing and temporizing. 

Three striking statements were made, one the 
distinguished Archbishop Cincinnati, John Mc-

How Many Communities 
Teach your Diocese? 


One the best ways present problem 
describe situation. Take simple situation like this.

Are not most the schools which are taught com- 
munities having few schools diocese 
they not raise serious problem from the standpoint 
effective diocesan supervision? they not raise 
problem from the standpoint their own effective- 
ness schools because their isolated character? 
Back these questions deeper question the 
relative values genuine diocesan supervision the 
present community supervision. what supplemen- 
tary relations might these two forms supervision take 

any rate, would seem desirable that far 
possible communities elementary schools should 
kept close touch with the stimulating relationship 
mother provincial house and the community super- 
visor who realizes what effective supervision means, 
and trained the technique achieve its results. 
would seem desirable hesitate bring into dio- 
ceses, communities with only one few schools.

There will go, and the personal 
and constructive interest education the great Archbishop 
Saint Paul promises one the greatest meetings the 
Association 1933. 

The convention was certainly well managed. Every detail 
went off without difficulty. Meetings began time and were 
concluded betimes.

(3) Children who forget the parents whose sacrifices made 
the children’s education possible; (4) Teachers’ colleges and 
normal schools dominated philosophy education 
variance with that the Church; (5) Propagandists and 
propaganda against religion. 

The discussion the situation the public schools its 
reaction the parochial-school field “dangerous secular- 
ism” deserves quoted full: 

The propaganda carried against religion our schools has 
made legislative bodies and executives extremely sensitive the 
subject. They have become timid souls. Whatever seems belong 
even remotely the domain they wish exclude. 
Every doubtful matter must interpreted against religion. But 
the same legislators and executives show such sensitiveness 
timidity when radical propagandists who call themselves liberals, 
want teach irreligion our schools. 

Our educational system throughout the length and breadth 
the land literally honeycombed with atheists, agnostics, rationa- 
lists, naturalists, and Communists. Their pernicious errors are ex- 
plained the personal opinions the professors. Such opinions 
are referred the liberal and advanced thought today. 

speak plainly because our Catholic schools are affected the 
trend the times, dangerous secularism, the propaganda 
state absolutism, and the pernicious philosophy educa- 
tion vogue the training colleges the country and too 
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great willingness accept all their standards the value which 
not only doubtful but the effects which are often detrimental. 

time that should break with all the nonsense vogue 
today, especially our schools and departments education. 
our duty combat the false philosophy education that 
influencing the teachers the country and even those our own 
schools. our positive duty, think, criticize fearlessly the 
false teachings many who are regarded the greatest authori- 
ties the work teachers’ colleges. The ever-present sanity 
the Catholic Church will also characterize your association. 

The Archbishop pleaded for right thinking our education, 
for sound philosophy education, for the importance 
quality education and for dominant place for religion. 
was clear ringing sentence that old cathedral when the 
Archbishop said: convinced that the teaching religion 
our weakest course.”

Our en- 
vironment hostile, and hostile moreover, the fundamental 
purpose which drives forward the spread the Kingdom 
Christ. Whatever our ultimate solution this problem, one thing 
sure our Catholic schools must become more and more Catho- 
lic. The overweaning power secularism the environment 
which the graduate the Catholic school must live would de- 
mand this, even our fundamental philosophy did not.
